F2 REACHES A2...Here's a bit of late-breaking DX news. Via 
‘the 28.885 Hz VHF Information amateur radio net, we have 
learned that VHF ULIIITY Dk editor Pat Dyer (WA5IYX) has just 
seen F2 skip on U.3. ch 2. For about 40 minutes on April 17, 
Pat saw signals of South American origin--possibly from Ven- 
ezuela--with the usual characteristics of F2. The F2 MUF nay 
have peaked at around 58 Giz that day, Pat reports video 
signals only; the MUF would have to rise solidly to 60 Miz 
to allow audio on ch 2, This is the first report we have of 
a North American Dxer catching F2 skip on ch 2 during the 
present sunspot cycle. Nice going, Pat! 


CORREC?ION...In the March issue, we mention that amateur 
operators on the West Coast of the U.S. have been hearing 
signs of audio and video signals from Australia, New Zealand, 
Japan, and Korea. That's not quite correct; Japanese ch 1 is 
above 90 MHz, so while the signals may have been of Asian or— 
igination, they definitely were not Japanese. Some of the 
signals have turned out to be from Soviet sources, probably 
from Viadivostok (video buzz near 49.75 MHz), and some may 
have been Korean. Thanks to our Japanese members for point— 
ing this out! 


ANOTHER POOR E-SKIP SEASON?.,.There are some theories that we 
may be in for another slow Es season. Some DXers believe 
that the high solar activity will be responsible for many 
disturbances that will hinder development of intense Es. 
Let's hope they prove to be wrong. As of this writing, much 
auroral activity has taken place in the late March through 
early April.

Tidbit. 


Is YOUR SYSTEM 
DZ-READY? 


The Es season is here, and Fil, TV, and PSB DX is an everyday possibility. 
ven if DX conditions aré super, the amount of DX that you can catch is direct- 
ly related to the condition of your DX system. Whether you notice or not, your 
DX set-up gradually changes—usually very slowly—-for the worst. 


Everything wears with age, even electronic equipment. Most often, we can't 
really tell what's happening to it—it's a very subtle process. In fact, un- 
less you have just upgraded your gear or put together a new DX set-up, the DX 
system you used last season has lost a bit of gain, due to a variety of fac~ 
firs. Fortunately, most of today's receivers*are transistorized, and don't go 
Nout of spec" very soon. The big advantege of transistor gear is the very high 
degree of reliability that we have come to take for granted from solid-state 
components, ‘mers and mast-mounted preamps that are transistorized are not 
inherently "fail-safe", but can be counted on to maintain optimum performance 
over much longer periods of time than was ever possible with tubes. 


y IXers still, prefer to use tube-type and/or, tube-plus-transistor, (hy 
brid) Squipment, ‘There are some good reasons for this. Tubes can provide much 
greater overload protection than transistors, and can be easily operated in 
Certain extreme environmental conditions, such as extreme heat. Also, tube~ 
type equipment lends itself to modification far more easily then modular solid- 
state gear, as those of us who have been attempting to convert U.S. TV receiv- 
ers to foreign TV standards have learned. While tubes do have their limited 
advantages, it should be remembered that they simply cannot provide the very 
low noise figures possible with the latest solid-state tuners and preamps. 


Another insidious process that tends to dowgrade our DX gear is mechanical 
wear, which comes in many forms, such as metal fatigue and strain. In FI re- 
ceivers, dial cords often break, although some designs have eliminated this 
problem using gears. In TV receivers, the mechanical turret-type VHF tuner 
seems to be on the way out, being replaced by random-access keyboard tuning 
with digital readout (similar to programmable scanners), or pushbutton varac— 
tor tuning. Unfortunately, memory fine tuning seems to be on the way out-—this 
is unfortunate for TV Dkers. 


Veteran DXers always make sure that their DX gear is in top shape; they are 
aware of the slow downgrading of performance that their systems are subject to. 
Here's what you can do to make sure your system is operating at peak DX capa- 
ality: 


TUNERS—Mechenical wear is a large problem. For TV tuners, the clder turret- 
types need to be cleaned at least once a year, and fre ently more often. Both 
twafer" and "disk" type TV tuners suffer from’an oxidation buildup that causes 
intermittent snow, especially on weak signals. Tuner cleaner can be obtained 
jn most electronics outlets; it comes in spray cans and is very easy to use. 
In tube-type sets, the RF amplifier tube mst be kept in top shape for peak DX 
results, ‘The oscillator/aixer stage is also important. In a tube-type TV, 
there are usually only two tubes to worry about in the tuner—keep both of 
them in top condition, testing frequently (use a professional type tube test- 
er--capacitance type—-not a drugstore model). 


TRAD-IN--Your transmission line connects your DX antennas with the receivers. 
Tt's often the reason that signal levels have degraded. Although some Dxers 
find it hard to accept, T-line, be it high quality coaxial cable or low-cost 
twin lead, wears out. ‘Twin lead 1. ~ften subject to mechanical wear when it's 
allowed to "flap" in the wind, and this holds true for coax sometimes, too. 
Care should be taken to see that the T-line hasn't cracked, or allowed to take 
4n water. Many DXers have been shocked to see what they've been missing merely 
by replacing old lead-in! 


These are really just two major areas to keep a close check on. You can 
avoid missing choice DX catches by anticipating the effects that age has on 
all parts of your DX system. Antenna oxidation is a very real problem—it can 
change the feedpoint impedance of your antenna. On Mi receivers, dial cords 
should be checked frequently; and on older models, don't overlook regular tube 
maintenace. ‘The DXer who's properly prepared is the one who “cleans up!" _»+t

March tropo conditions were quite good in the southeastern U.S., as evid- 
enced by reports from Florida Uers. “togeings of over 400 rales On GuF and 
highbend VHF were reported on several dates. The most significant activity has 
been reported along the Atlantic coast, with none of the more spectacular Gulf 
tropo seen so far. We may see some Texas-Florida ducts reported next time, 

Much of the rest of eastern North America had severe weather in late March 
and early April, with everything from a freakish spring snowstorm to severe ice 
storms and high’winds in the nosthern Mancot and Northeast, As you know, this 
is hardly the kind of weather for great tropo conditions! 

No sign of any real E-skip activity in March, as usual. ‘the Es season will 
hopefully be coming to life as you read this. Karly April has seen one or two 
fair Bs openings in southern areas. 

We have some more reports of F2 TV DX from this Rast February and March, and 
they are nothing short of spectacular, with good video reported from stations 
on channels Bt {oreat Britain) and B2 (continental Rurope) over 3000-mile paths 
into the northeastern U.S. Based on what has occurred so far, the coming F2 
peak activity in late 1979 through early 1960 should be very productive!

‘Since my earliest days of DXing in the early 60's, my one goal and dream was 
to receive the BEC video via F2 skip. To this end, I procused a Beiter aoe 
jine receiver last summer in time for rising solar activity. No sooner than 

I received the set, the BBC and French audio began coming in (late October), 

At about the same time that the MUF reached 45 Miz on various days, tuner prob- 
tems caused nothing more than frame bars to be noted. Finally, at’ the end of 
February, the receiver was in perfect working shape. From March 8th, MUFs 
sppeared to be going up omean on the east-west path and audio was fading in 
unbelievably early--6:30-7:00 a.m, On the morning of March 15 at about 7:10 
8.m., Bill Grant phoned me from Worcester, stating that he was beginning to 
receive video buzz. I quickly warmed up the set and swung the yagi towards 

jhe U.K. Weak traces of video were seen at 7:20 a.m, By 7:30 I was able to 
hold the vertical and horizontal rock steady. At 7:45, the video was as strong 
as strong E-skip but the distortion was unreal. It looked as if the signals 
were coming in from about 10 paths, with lots of CCI-such as in a janmed up 
channel 2 Es opening—and what looked like a bit of aurora. The reports I've 
read about F2 video being smeared are something of an understatement. 

Finally, around 8 a.m. everything came together (only about 2-3 chosts) with 
Perfect images, and contrast, This was seen by my wife, a house guest end my- 
self. The pictures were so good, anyone (non-Dxer) could watch them. Needless 
xo say, 35mm pictures were taken and are being sent away for developing. by 
8:45 the pictures were strong but one big smear again, and stayed that way un- 
til 10:59 when we went from strong video to nothing. ‘The audio faded in 20 
minutes later and stayed until 3 p.m, Next day—-the last day I have had audio 
the audio came in at 6:30 a.m, and stayed in until 3:10 p.m.; not a trace of 
video. One thing I have noticed along with Bill Grant, Jerry Pulice and 
others: when the MUF hugs 41 Miz, audio is good. When it stays around 45 Miz, 
the 41 audio is poor——this until it rises up to around 48 MHz. Also, when the 
video was in a Russian pager was noted strong--any ideas? Frequency unlmown 
due to using TV. Plans include a Rhombic for F2 work this fall, Several 
European standard receivers are enroute for several members, in all my years 
of Dxing, nothing has or will ever come close to that moment when the video was 
plainly watchable from BBC. My deepest thanks go to WIFDA DXer Bill Grant 
Whose constant monitoring, tips, and schedule data proved invaluable, and to 
Gordon Nelson, who did hour after hour of surgical work on the Phillips tuner. 
Without these two, the receptions would never have taken place."

Q: "I'm considering putting up a stack of four FM yagis (quad stack) for 
Pking purposes. Can I use a regular TV antenna rotator for such an array, or 
should I use @ special model?" 


A: You'll need a good heavy-duty rotor, not the cheaper type of consumer TV/FM 
‘@ntenna rotor that's usually adequate for turning one or two antemas. Look 
for a model that's recommended for the largest arrays. A good quad stack of Fi 
yagis can present a load of as much as 75 lbs. or more to be rotated, and wind 
loading is enormous, putting a large amount of stress on the rotor. The best 
choice of rotor for this kind of array would be one of the amateur radio/CB 
type units. These are more expensive (they start in the 3100-3200 range, as 
compared to the $50-$100 range for most IV/FM rotors), but they are worth the 
price if they save such an array from high wind damage. In addition to being 
designed to handle the larger loads, they generally have much better braking 
action than a cheaper I'V/FM consumer-type unit. You need this to prevent the 
array from "windmilling". 


Q: "What should I use for mast supports in a quad stack?" 


A: Don't use cheap masting materials! If you do, it won't be long before the 
Stack is literally "bent out of shape"—-remember, wind loading characteristics 
are very large for this type of antenna configuration. As a bare minimum, you 
should use 1¥ inch 16 gauge seamless steel mast to support the antennas then- 
selves, and the whole array should be supported by nothing less than steel pipe 
(such as water conduit) obtainable from plumbing supply outlets. In fact, some 
DKers use quad stacks employing an H-frame (vertical and horisontal supports) 
made entirely of such pipe. This makes the array quite heavier than it would 
be using conventional TV masting--but it also makes for a very sturdy quad 
stack! 


Q: "Do I have to have a tower to put up a quad stack? Can't I mount it on a 
oof tripod?" 


A: This type of array is very difficult to put up. You can put a quad stack 
‘on a good roof-mounted tower or tripod tower, but getting it up there may pose 
a problem. It's necessary to build the quad stack on the ground, and most (if 
not all) such arrays for Ml cannot be carried up a ladder, so they mst be 
winched" up by some method, such as a crane if you're able to use one. If 
you have a flat roof, you can assemble it on the roof. Otherwise you may have 
to devise your own method of roof mounting one of these monsters! Obviously, 
a tower is much more pratical for a quad array, and just about the only way to 
support it. The ultimate in towers for such a stack would probably be a tilt- 
over or crank-up model, These would make installation and maintenance quite 
easy—but they are much more expensive than regular towers, and have their own 
special set of problems themselves. 


# “What are the advantages of quad stacks? Are they really worth the trou- 
Le? How much additional gain will they give you?" 


A: ‘The primary advantage is the increased directivity and very deep nulis 
That are created, something that the Dxer is often in need of even more than 
increased gain. To the TV or Mi Dxer, they are most definitely worth the 
trouble involved, as they will add some stations to the log that just would 
not have been detectable with a single antenna. If you are serious about 
meteor scatter (MS) DX on FM or highband VHF TV, a quad array will give you 
above average results. The very deep nulis will make some semilocals easy to 
live with, and even possibly give you some DX on local channels, depending how 
far you're situated from your locals. In theory, you can get up to 6 db more 
gain (over that of a single antenna) with a quad array, but in practice, it 
will be more like 4 to 5 db, because of combiner and feedline losses. Even so, 
together with the excellent directivity that a quad array gives you, the addi- 
ional gain makes a quad stack a really high performance DX antenna system. 
There's a considerable cost involved, but for the Der with the space and re- 
sources available, a quad stack is well worth it.

Q: "Why don't they include coverage of the VHF aviation band (108-136 MHz) on 
Programmable scanners such as the Bearcat 210 and Regency Touch? They seen to 
be ignoring this band. Is there some way to modify a programmable scanner for 
coverage of the aviation band?" 


A: Most of the programmable scanners on the market today are designed for mon- 
toring the narrow-band IM transmissions on the public service bands. Since 
PSB scanners are FM receivers, attempting to convert one to receive the VHF 
aviation frequencies would be a poor idea, since the most widely used type of 
modulation in this range is AM. Fortunately, it would appear that the pro- 
grammable scamer manufacturers haven't forgotten this band. Regency has come 
out with a new digital readout programmable scanner designed for the VHF avia~ 
tion band. The unit is the ACT-1-720A, and it's similar to regular program- 
mable PSB MM scanners, with a SWARCH function and a 16-channel memory, LED 
readout, keyboard, priority channels, etc. The Regency unit is called the 
"Digital Flight Scan"-~and it's similar in appearance to their "Touch" PSB 
scanners. It retails for around $350; hopefully other scanner manufacturers 
will provide competitive units, and prices will come dow. This type of scan- 
ner could prove to be a great "DX machine" for the 108-136 MHz band—Regency 
claims 1 uV sensitivity and 55 db adjacent channel rejection. When used with 
a good yagi (such as a modified FM antenna), such a receiver should give you 
great DX results. 


Q: “Why are many UBF IV stations reducing power?" 


fi, 2m most cases, they're not reducing coverage just using nore antenna 
eight above average terrain at lower effective radiated power (ERP). One very 
dramatic example of this is the way that a UHF translator with | kw transmitter 
power and an ERP of only 20 to 40°kw or so can actually have wider coverage 
than a regular TV station on VHF with an ERP of 500 kw. ‘The "secret" is in the 
height of the transmitting antenna, as UHF stations are finding out. Some of 
the "super" translators are sited on top of mountains, with heights of 2000? 
AAT not uncommon, while many regular UHF T'V outleta have urban locations, and 
antenna heights of less than 700' AAT. As the cost of energy increases, it's 
to the advantage of a UHF outlet to go to a higher tower, because of the money 
saved in reducing power. New UHF high-gain transmitting antennas have made 
this transition possible; U's can now get more ERP out, versus transmitter in 
put power. 


# "If F2 skip conditions keep improving, will we be able to see co-channel 
nterference from other continents here in North America? How will we be able 
to tell that it's foreign CCI?" 


A: If the F2 MUF reaches high enough, you will. for instance, channel 2 in 
North america (ch A2) has the same video carrier frequency (55,25 MHz) as chan— 
nel 3 in most of Europe (ch 23), with the exceptions of the British Isles, the 
Soviet Bloc, Italy, France, and'Monaco. New Zealand's channel 2 also has’ the 
game video carrier frequency as channel 2 in North America. Tike North Amori- 
can channel 2, most of these areas are using offset frequencies, so the video 
carriers may be plus or minus 10 kHz above or below the nominal 55.25 Miz spot 
=-and in some cases, "odd" offsets of 5 or 7 kHa are in use. In Burope and 
New Zealand, stations using 55.25 MHz for video carrier frequencies are trens- 
mitting 625-line pictures; the North American outlets are transmitting 525-line 
video. Because of the differences in stendards, CCI from a 625-line video sig- 
nal on a 525-line North American TV will look "weird"--it will look "slanted", 
and the picture will be hard to lock into sync. ‘he weird CCI effects are due 
to the fact that the 625-line video has a different horizontal or line rate of 
15,625 lines per second (North America's 525-line video has a line rate of 
15,750 lines per second). This due to the fact that vertical rate (field rate) 
in North America is 60 Hz, and is 50 Hs in most of the rest of the world (based 
on local electrical standards). North American DXers may be able to lock 625- 
line video into sync by careful adjustment of vertical and horizontal syne con- 
trols on their sets, and should be able to see "most" of the picture, OCI and 
MUF conditions permitting. If you see foreign video via F2, there will be 
little doubt that what you're watching is "different". The "strangeness of the 
GOI" and “fuzzy picture” due to sharp MUF cutoff, together with the often ex- 
treme ghosting conditions, will make it quite obvious. Most of the 625-line 
systems use negative video modulation, as North America does. 19

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ALASKA MINI-TV 


by Rod O'Connor 


An unusual aspect of t on broadcasting is taking place through- 
out the great Northland, with the growth of small 10-watt TV stations. 

4s of Novenber 1978, there were over forty "MINI-IV" stations on the alr, 
scattered through-out the state of Alaska. Upon taking a look at the 
accompanying map, one can most of the stations are located over 
remote North Slope, and Inte is of the forty-ninth state.

Unlike commercial repeaters and translators, eagh Mini-TV station con- 
sists of a ten-vatt transmitting unit. h unit has had it’s receiver 
replaced with a modulator, which accepts base band audio and video 
inputs. 


There are two seperate systems of program origination. As of November 
1978, twenty-two communities were receiving their programing via 
satellite. Four and a half-meter earth station antennas receive the 
satellite signal at each comur satellite delivery system 1s 
funded by the state of Maska, under a project to demonstrate the 
feasibility of satellite TV in remote sections. Most of the earth 
station dish antennas were originally installed for telephone commun— 
leations, with the TV-recelve capability added within the past few years. 


The other system of program origniation consists of individual stations 
receiving the programming through a system of video-tape recordings. 
‘The three-quarter Inch "U-Matic" type casettes are mailed to the comun- 
ities from the Alaska Public Broadcast Conmission, and played back over 
the local station. 


For the Dker, identification of some of these stations can be very 
difficult. ‘The tapes which are sent out to the local stations are 
recorded directly off the air from commercial stations In Anchorage, 
as well as from Public Broadcast Stations in Bethel and Fairbanks. 

It 4s very easy to confuse the Mini-TV stations with the many commer- 
cial translators operated by the Anchorage and Fairbanks comercial 
stations. 


Qn a personal note, while I was stationed aboard the Coast Guard Cutter 
TRONWOOD this past fall, T was watching KO2HO at Unalaska, while our 
ship was moored at Dutch Harbor. After watching one show, which was 
played by tape, I was surprised to see a KIMO TV 13 ID, as well as 
network and Anchorage commercials being broadcast over the air! 


The next day I visited K#2HO, whose studios are located in the local 
Unalaska School, and got to see the station in operation. ‘There I 
learned the basics of the Mini-V networks. It 1s not unusual at all 
for the Mini-TV stations to broadeast programming from Anchorage, 
complete with commercials and IDs over the air. It probably would 
be illegal anywhere else, but with the remoteness of the Aleutian 
Islands to.consider, it is unlikely the F.C.C. would take mich action. 


Once again, it would be wise to remind DXers of the extreme difficulty 
in TDing these MinI-TV stations. A couple of points to bear in mind 
though: Mini-TV stations only broadcast for a few hours during the 
late afternoon and evening. The conmercial translators usually stay 
on the air for mich longer hours, as do the conmercial stations in 
Anchorage and Fairbanks: Also, the Mini-TV stations usually do ID 
after each cassette runs out, and a new one is played. If you are 
one of the lucky people who does catch a Mini-TV station, feel proud 
that you have captured a rare station!
